You asked about a New England forgery and a Pine Tree shilling forgery. | wrote up a group of forgeries in THE SECRET OF 
THE GOOD SAMARITAN SHILLING following Sidney Noe's monographs which described several forgeries. These are all ANS 
publications. There has never been a counterfeit to my knowledge during the 17th century. | also wrote up the casting of pieces 
in the 18th century when they were still in circulation. Crosby mentions Wyatt forgeries (copies). 

The third item pictured was a 1733 Rosa twopence which is a separate category and a different problem as the originals are
